Moncten, N.B., Jan. 22.—Hon. H. R. 
Emmerson, in his first public Speech 
here tonight since being appointed 
minister of railways, made an im- 
portant statement on behalf of the 
government in relation to the Grand 
Trunk Pacific railway scheme. He 
said: “IT should give you some assur- 
ance with respect to many statements 
which have appeared in the public 
press during the past few weeks in 
relation to that railway. You know 
it has been stated by many that 
Moncton is not to be the terminus, 
that be reason of certain modifica- 
tions whioh ,have been asked for, and 
certain proposals which have been 
made, instead of a great transcontin- 
ental railway trom Vort Simpson in 
the west to Moncton in tke east, 
there would be a line coming down 
only as iar east as Quebec. 

“te is unquestionably true that cer- 
tain medications have been asked 
ior in cunnection with the contract 
which Was .0or so muny months dis- 
cussei by parliament. but they are on 
ibe whole ot a very moderate char- 
acter indeed.
